AN ESSAY ON ELEMENTARY 
IN SCHOOL. 
LAW 


B en d b y R ob ert ■ , F u r lo n g b efore tb e 
T each ers' A sso c ia tio n . 


[Concluded.] 
Perhaps these 
questions could be 
answered by some of the ex-legislators 
who have represented this very dis­ 
trict in past years. 
But I have only 
shown the need of more legal learning 
to insure better legislation. 
And is 
there not also an equal need on the 
part of those entrusted with execution 
of the laws? Many of our officials can 
not put a proper construction on one 
third of the laws they are vested with 
power to enforce. 
Can aught else 
than poor government be expected 
when such a state of affairs exist? Vol­ 
umes might be written without ex­ 
hausting this branch of the subject. 
Let us look at another individual 
duty. All citizens, no m atter how 
humble their sphere in life, are liable 
to be called upon “to establish the 
rights, to estimate the injuries, to 
weigh the accusations, and sometimes 
to dispose of the lives of their fellow 
beings, by serving on juries.” On this 
point I quote the language of the com­ 
mentator: 
“In this situation they 
have frequently a right to decide, and 
that upon their oaths, questions of 
nice importance, in the solution of 
which some legal skill is requisite; 
where the law and the fact, 
as' it often happens, are intimately 
blended together. 
And the general 
incapacity, even of our best juries to do 
this with any tolerable propriety, has 
reatly debased 
their 
authority.” 
^boulci not this incapacity be re­ 
moved? should not th u deficiency in 
the education of the people be inquired 
into by educators? 
And should not 
steps at once be taken to have law a 
study in the public schools where the 
' i are educated? 
Bnt I am argu­ 
ing this question too much from a sin­ 
gle stand point. 
Having shown a 
necessity for a better knowledge of law 
among the people; having shown it to 
be the duty of every citizen to possess 
some degree of legal learning; who 
then will question its utility as a 
study? 
But let ub see some of the advantages 
to be derived from it; Indeed there are 
many. In this country, the very first 
principle of our laws, the end and 
scope of tbe constitution is civil liber­ 
ty. 
It has been termed the corner 
stone of the Republic,—the basis of 
our laws. Paley, Christian, Blackstone 
and other eminent writers on juris­ 
prudence. have defined political or 
civil liberty to be “the natural liberty 
of mankind so far restrained by human 
laws (and no farther) than is necessa­ 
ry for the good of society.” 
Such being its meaning, bow then 
is the citizen who is ignorant of the 
law, to know how far his natural lib­ 
erty has been abridged by it, how far 
his civil liberty extends? 
Can he en­ 
joy civil liberty in its highest degree 
when he does not know its limits? 
Must riot his liberties be prescribed 
within a narrow compass, who does 
not xnow what the law allows or de­ 
nies him, nor where It has drawn the 
line of demarkation between right and 


TriSy, our happiness a9 citizens of a 
free country depends much, very much, 
upon our knowledge of its laws. The 
advantage derived from a practical 
knowlede of law are almost inumer- 
able. To know how to draw up legal 
documents, or writings, such as are 
used in the transaction of ordinary 
business is a branch of education that 
la eminently useful, and should by no 
maans be neglected, 


Indeed, it is strange that so few 
scholars outside the members of one 
practical profession understand the 
writing of contracts, mortgages, wills, 
etc. le t, not so strange either when 
We know the schools afford them no 
chance to learn it. 
To the discredit of our own profes­ 
sion 1 have known schoolmasters who 
could not correctly draw' up a con­ 
tract between themselves and trus­ 
tees; and I have seen men claiming 
to be scholars, who could not make a 
promissory uote. Yet, is it to be won­ 
dered at? Such papers can lie hired 
written it is true; so can most other 
things be hired done. Well, such fees 
give the poor pettifogger a chance to 
live. But, as no sensible person will 
longer question the utility of having 
the elements of law learned by all 
classes, and in every sphere of life, I 
will not dwell longer on the advan­ 
tages such learning affords, but will 
take up the main point upon which 
the question now hinges—its practica­ 
bility as a study in the school room. 
I fail to see any reason why law as a 
study is not just as practicable as Is 
any the sciences studied in the public 
schools. Is is too difficult a study for 
scholars? Scarcely so, we see young 
men of average ability, not possessing 
any of legal knowledge,enter a lawyer’s 
office, and in one year, or two at the 
farthest, come out as a full-fledged 
attorney. 
They could scarcely have acquired a 
practical knowledge of arithmetic or 
grammar in the same length of time, 
on the same conditions. Hence we 
may infer, that as a study it is not so 
difficult but that a rudimentary knowl­ 
edge of it may be acquired by any 
scholar of average Intellect. 
Can it be possible that it is so ab- 
struce a science that it can be learned 
only by those who are to become prac­ 
tical professors of it? Or is it so sa­ 
cred that all knowledge of it must 
necessarily be confined within the 
precincts of attorney’s offices and the 
walls of law universities? 
Is it a dry, uninteresting study? It 
can be made not only interesting but 
pleasing also. The writings of some 
of the commentators afford excellent 
reading, and as a class room exercise 
would certainly be very interesting. 
The pages of Blackstone and Kent 
are not only erudite but contain much 
of aesthetics in literature. 
Surely 
such a study would not be distasteful. 
Let some or our book-makers compile 
a series of text books from the works 
of standard authors on elementary 
law, having them so arranged as to be 
expressly adapted for the use of com­ 
mon schools. 
They might be regarded something 
after the manner of the “ Progessive 
Series of Arithmetics,” or any other 
Beries of school text books in use hav­ 
ing primary, intermediate, practical 
and higher grades of books. 
As soon as pupils are sufficiently ad­ 
vanced to commence the studies of 
grammar or history, let them begin 
their first lessons in the rudiments of 
low. Let them learn the meaning of 
the word government, and for what 
purpose governments are instituted 
among men; the different forms of 
government; how they are conducted; 
a republic, a monarchy, a despotism, 
and 
their subordinate or 
inferior 
branches, giving a separate chapter to 
each, with appropriate questions. 
Teach them that laws are necessary 
for government, and as they farther 
advance, let them learn the nature of 
laws In general; make clear to their 
minds those great principles of right 
and wrong which laws are calculated 
to uphold or suppress. Next give them 
a lucid analysis of the Constitution of 
the United Htates, keeping before their 
miuds that all our laws must be in 
conformity with it. 
Next the consti­ 
tution of their own State. Then any 
modification of those divisions used 
in the standard works, such as the 
duties of citizens to their country; the 
relative duties of master and servant; 
of husband and wife; of parent and 
child; of guardian and ward. As they 
advance to higher grades, give them 
some practical knowledge as how con­ 
veyances in real estate are made; 
what is meant by personal property, 
and how to write a bill conveying the 
same; the writing of mortgages, deeds, 
contracts, wills, etc. There scarcely 
can be a more useful branch of learn­ 
ing than this. 
For a higher course give them (in a 
condensed form), those laws that are 
in some degree general throughout the 
United States, and such portions of 
the codes or statutory laws, as, a 
knowledge of which would be most 
useful. But as to the course of studies, 
this is merely a rough outline, our 
book makers can arrange that. I did 
not intend at the outset to propose a 
course, and have offered this crude un­ 
digested theory only to show the prac­ 
ticability of some such method. 
Now then the highest course which 
I have proposed would not be more 
difficult than is compound partner­ 
ship, equation of payments, or the 
double rule of three, to the scholar 
who studies arithmetic. 
The terms 
used in the series, could (in a great 
measure), be freed from the technical­ 
ities of the legal profession, or at 
worst could not be more difficult to 
pronounce or memorize than are those 
of the study of botany. 
The pupil studies algebra, and has 
to trace his way through a laba- 
rynth of symbolisms In search after 
the values of unknown quantities, 
but in this study, all the things con­ 
sidered are known, being simple prin­ 
ciples and rules. Bo might it be com­ 
pared with any other study, as regards 
difficulty of learning. But, says one, 
“ What! would you have all our child­ 
ren become lawyers?” No, not profes­ 
sional lawyers, unless they chosed 
that honorable vocation; but I would 
have them learn the laws by which 
they are governed, and such practical 
knowledge of legal business as they 
will find use for in after life. But be­ 
cause they learn the rudiments of that 
science does it follow that they must 
become practicing attorneys? 
Be­ 
cause your children study industrial 
drawing, geometry and mensuration 
of surfaces, are we to infer that they 
are all to become architects, civil en­ 
gineers or surveyors? Because they 
study anatomy, physiology and hy­ 
giene. must they necessarily become 
practicing physicians? Because they 
learn the ten commandments, the 
Lord’s prayer and the doxology, are 
they all to become divines? It does 
not necessarily follow that they shall. 
But of what use will it be to our girls 
to learn law? I cannot dwell on this 
without being too prolix. In common 
with some o f tbe ablest educators in 
tho land, I hold that, what is neces­ 


sary for boys to study is well also for 
girls to study. 
Let the elements of law be taught in 
all the schools and • institutions of 
learning for both sexes, it will create 
a taste for this useful branch of learn­ 
ing, and a desire for a further knowl­ 
edge of it. 
It will early implant a 
patriotic spirit by inspiring the youth­ 
ful minds with a deep reverence lor 
their country and its institutions. It 
will create a higher respect, and more 
wholesome fear of the law, and thus 
become a means of preventing crime. 
It will have a tendency to obviate 
much of the litigation in our courts, 
and thus have a salutary influence on 
society. 
It will become a credit to 
our educational system, and prove con­ 
ducive to the best interest of the 
country.

T h e Virginius 
executions 
have 
aroused the country to a fever heat. 
On the 18th inst. an indignation meet­ 
ing was held In Steinway Hall, New 
York, at which Hon. W. M. Evarts 
presided, and a large number of the 
prominent men of the city were Vice­ 
Presidents. At Richmond, Louisville, 
Philadelphia, Springfield (Illinois) and 
Des Moines, volunteer recruiting offi­ 
ces were opened. 
This excitement 
will be intensified by the thrilling 
news which we publish to-day, giving 
an account of the attempted assassi­ 
nation of Minister Sickles at Madrid. 
The state of public feeling with re­ 
gard to the Spanish question excites 
great attention among thinking men. 
The Virginius outrage alone was suffi­ 
cient to excite popular feeling to an 
extraordinary degree, and the latest 
dispatches referring to two attempts 
on the life of the American Minister 
have further fanned the fiamc. The 
Cubans have been in a state of insur­ 
rection for the past few years and are 
ripe for any mischief. Poor Spain to­ 
day is rent in two by civil war, and 
has more trouble at home than any 
other nation on the earth. The war­ 
fare on her own soil is more desperate 
and dogged than any civil war of the 
present century. It is not a rebellion 
or a contest similar to the late strug­ 
gle in this country. 
War may be 
averted by the immediate surrender 
of the perpetrators of the Virginius 
massacre; but the voice of the people 
calls unanimously for retribution, and 
that must be made without delay. 
Cuba would be of little value per­ 
haps to the United States, any more 
than the annexation of Vancouver 
Island. There will be no trouble cer­ 
tainly in wresting i^from a nation 
weakened by internal discord; but un­ 
less immediate satisfaction be made, 
a fearful and summary vengeance on 
the part of the United States will 
ensue. 


Suggestions for the Future. 


E d it o r s H e r a l d : Now is the time 
to prepare the public mind for the 
next year’s fair. To this end an “Ob­ 
server” wishes to make a few sug­ 
gestions: 
First—Make the “ Racing” and the 
“ Farmers’ Exhibition” two distinct 
organizations; the one to be managed 
by the race horse men and the other 
to be managed by the farmers and 
mechanics, or the Grangers. 
(Second—Have both held at the same 
time, so that all can enjoy each. 
Third—Have them held at a time 
when the great specialty of Los Ange- 
leges—the semi-tropical fruits which 
give her a world-wide fame—are in 
full perfection, and when the State 
has not just been satiated with com­ 
mon fairs. Her wheat, barley, rye and 
oats—all products except the" grape 
and a few early fruits—can be ex­ 
hibited as well in February as in No- 
vemoer. it is true her grape culture 
would have to be represented in her 
wines and brandies, and in preserved 
specimens. The past fair was after 
the grape crop was gone and before 
the orange was matured. 
Fourth—W ith this plan assented to, 
now. or soon, all parties in interest 
would work to it the coming season. 
The farmer would show his bushels of 
corn—two pounds to the ear—and all 
his products would be brought with 
good zeal and placed in order. Pyra­ 
mids of oranges, lemons, limes and 
bananas, would greet the eye on every 
side of the pavilion Every department 
of art and mechanics would catch the 
enthusiam 
and would contribute, 
without fear, to the enlargement and 
adornment of the pavilion exhibition. 
The nurserymen possibly could box, 
in season, young bearing orange, lime 
and lemon trees, and have them on 
hand at the proper time loaded with 
fruit to greet the eye of the visitor.

W ASHINGTON. 


W a s h i n g t o n , Nov. 21.—The Na­ 
tional Republican will publish to-mor­ 
row a special dispatch from Madrid, 
which says that the ieelingamong the 
people is exhibited by outbursts of 
passion on the streets, and indicates 
the most excited vindictiveness to­ 
wards the United States. The mob, 
inspired by this feeling, and infuria­ 
ted by the public press, which demands 
that Minister Sickles’ passports be 
returned to him, collected before the 
building occupied by the 
United 
States legation, and threatened Sick­ 
les with violence. The mob was dis­ 
persed by the authorities. This inci­ 
dent is but a slight indication of the 
feeling of animosity against the Uni­ 
ted States. Fears are entertained by 
the friends of the Castellar govern­ 
ment that if it makes satisfactory 
amends in the Virginius case the gov­ 
ernment will be overthrown. They 
also point to the official statement 
from the State Departments that as 
soon as orders were received from 
Madrid, further executions of the Vir­ 
ginius prisoners were suspended. 
While this fact does not mitigate 
the first atrocities, it serves to present 
the cases in a more favorable light for 
Spain. But without regard to the pos­ 
sible embarrassments of Castellar’s 
government, the United States will 
insist upon full reparation for the in­ 
sult to our flag, and outrages upon our 
citizens, as the Virginius was a prima 
facie American vessel. 
The Cabinet are to-day considering 
dispatches received from Minister 
Sickles, at Madrid. The President be­ 
lieves that if Spain declines to make 
full reparation 
in 
the 
Virginius 
case, Congress will promptly declare 
war. 
Secretary Robeson liad an early in­ 
terview to-day with the Bureau offi­ 
cers of the Navy Departments, during 
which he reiterated his instructions 
that the various departments of the 
naval service shall exert the utmost 
etibrts to put all vessels preparing for 
service in first-class order. 
The Government lias purchased a 
small vessel called the Dispatch, on 
board of which officers have been or­ 
dered to-day. This vessel will be used 
for the purpose of carrying the mails 
and dispatches between the North At­ 
lantic Fleet and our ports along the 
southern coast, from Charleston to 
Key West. 
The officers of the Spanish war 
steamer Arafilia, now being complete­ 
ly fitted at the navy yard, are very 
anxious to get away, having received 
orders to take their vessel into Cuban 
waters as soon as possible. The offi­ 
cers at the yard say it will be a shame 
to allow her to depart. They say the 
Spaniards have not recognized ir 4 • 
national law, and they full to see 
the United States should be so coa.».~- 
erate.

They would not budge an inch when 
a pistol was presented to their heads, 
but began to tight for their comrade. 
They soon found out their mistake, for 
the hy-standers were called upon to 
knock down and drag out, which they 
did till not a celestial was left in the 
lock-up save the one arrested, who 
was there at latest accounts, last night, 
while his champions are at their quar­ 
ters in the shops. It is feared that this 
is not the end of the trouble, and 
Charley Bing, who tried to quiet them, 
was so alarmed for his safety that lie 
kept an officer with him all day. Eight 
Chinamen were discharged for disor­ 
derly conduct and neglect of duty, two 
of whom came to this city on the eve­ 
ning train.—[Bpringfleld Republican.

A VOICE FROM A CLERK. 


Ht asks that the Dry Goods Houses may be 
Closed on the Sabbatfy. 
Los A n g e l e s N ov. 21, 1873. 
E d ito r H e r a l d : —It Is well known 
all over the State that there is what is 
called the Sunday Law. That is to 
say, on the first day of the week all 
business houses, with the exception of 
a few, shall be closed. 
Our dry 
goods merchants, generally, by mu­ 
tual consent have complied with the 
requirements of this statute, and have 
found that their sales in the aggregate 
show no material difference as com­ 
pared with the time when their places 
of business were open; hut to the dis­ 
credit of a few of them be it said, they 
still manage to keep a back door open, 
or surreptitiously entice a passing cus­ 
tomer into their stores. Now this 
method works disadvantageous^ to 
those merchants who in good faith 
keep their stores closed. The clerk, 
who during the week day has labored 
hanland faithfully sixteen hours, is 
certainly entitled to one day’s rest; and 
it is about time that the officers en­ 
force the law, as has been often de­ 
manded by our merchants of them. 
That there is need of one day of rest 
■out of seven, Is apparent to any right 
thinking man. The experiment of 
abolishing the day of rent, was tried 
in France during her travail in the 
throes of revolution. The carefully 
prepared statistics of the census had 
shown o the world that the physical 
mau and the dray horse, appropriated 
to fovere constant labor, degenerated 
to such a fearful extent, that the whole 
eloquence and rhetoric of France be­ 
came alarmed qnd wrote and spoke 
the obnoxious statute from the roll of 
French Statutes into appeal. 
Your correspondent would state that 
he is himself nominally an Israelite, 
therefore the charge of Puritanism 
could not be brought against him; yet 
he would state that the finger of dis­ 
approbation should be pointed against 
those few, who still, in the face of the 
law and in opposition to the finer sen­ 
timents of human nature, endeavor to 
fatten their purses at the expense of 
thsir moN honorable neighbors who 
ootn^iy w ith íhé law .

OUR B U S IN E S S H OUSES. 
T h e Pico H ouse. 
Tt is a very pleasant task to write an 
account of so elegant a building and so 
splendid a hotel as is the Pico House 
of this city. Standing on the hill and 
looking over the city, this building is 
one of the first that attracts the eye. 
It is a three-story brick building, 
cemented in imitation of stone, in the 
modern cliznhcthiun style of architec­ 
ture. 
It has a frontage on Main 
street, to the west, for a distance of 
125 feet, and on the Plaza, to the 
north, for a depth of 10D feet. On the 
east it faces Sanchez street, while on 
the south, it joins and connects with the 
Merced Theatre. The building is fire­ 
proof and cost over $30,000, being own­ 
ed and named after our friend and 
townsman Don PioPico. The chief en­ 
trance ik on the Main street side, 
under a handsome portico, leading 
through a lofty vestibule to the main 
staircases. The vestibule connects 
also with the main court (there are 
two) iu the centre of the buildings, of 
which more anon. To the right of the 
vestibule is the hotel office, a lofty and 
pleasant room 25 by 20 feet, and fitted 
with all the conveniences of a mod­ 
ern hotel. To the right of the office a 
new reading room is being fitted up, 
and will shortly containall the period­ 
icals, eastern and european journals, 
etc., and lie furnished with elegant 
lounges, arm chairs, etc., and all 
the appurtenances of this department. 
Beyond the reading room is an excel­ 
lent barber shop, for the convenience 
of guests and others. To the left of 
the vestibule is the bar and billiard 
room, separated only l>y an arch six­ 
teen feet in diameter, aid adding 
greatly to the appearance of the whole. 
The bar is about 50 by 21 feet, and fit­ 
ted up in the newest style. Two large 
mirrors ami some Parian marble stat­ 
uary ornament the back ground, whilst 
the silver and glassware at the hands of 
friend Thomas Tighe are reflected 
on every side. The whole of this de­ 
partment belongs to Don Juan Cappc, 
who is too old a citizen to need any 
flattering comment or description at 
our hands. The beautiful picture 
of the golden age, hangs between 
the mirrors,whilst several oil paintings 
and works of different degrees of 
merit are distributed over the walls. 
A feature of the bar and billiard 
rooms is, that there are different en­ 
trances to it through nine double glass 
doors on Main street, and from 
the Plaza, which can be used, or closed 
hermetically at pleasure. The billiard 
tables are Phelan & Collcnders make, 
laurel wood, silver mounted, etc., and 
perhaps the best in the town. Most of 
the match games are played on them, 
and for the comfort of spectators are 
elegant antique green leather carved 
arm chairs. At the rear is a card 
and wine room for private parties, and 
also a largo room for liquors, etc. At 
the rear of the reading room a second 
court leads to the hotel offices. Here 
are the bakery shop, the butcher’s 
store, the pastry cooks quarters, the 
cellars, general store rooms, vegetable 
yard and provision rooms. All these 
offices communicate with a carriage 
way on Sauchez street at the back of 
the Hotel, through which all the ne­ 
cessaries of the house are conveyed and 
delivered. The main court yard is 
right in the middle of the building. 
A fountain plays in the center, and 
verandahs afford shade on all sides. 
Creeping plants climb up the pillars 
and add to the beauty of the court. 
Above on the second floor, is a gallery 
also shaded with verandahs and Vene­ 
tian blinds. Birds sing in cages and 
various drooping vines and plants 
hang down over the gallery. To the 
left of the court on the first floor, are 
the dining rooms, the one for families 
and children, and the other for general 
guests. An improvement will shortly 
be made by which the dining room 
will be enlarged to GO feet by 45, mak­ 
ing it the largest In the city. It is lit 
by numerous chandeliers, and has on 
the one side a beautiful view of the 
Old Mission and the plaza. (The view 
of the latter will be better when the 
City Fathers adorn it a little more). 
Between the windows are long black 
walnut mirrors, which add greatly to 
the light and cheery nspect of the 
room. There are eleven tables with 
accommodations for about ninety 
guests. When the new alterations 
are completed 130 can be accommoda­ 
ted at one time. From the dining 
room to the kitchen is but a.step. This 
department is 50 feet long by 20 feet 
in width, and contains the most mod­ 
ern ranges, culinary appliances and 
hot water apparatuses, to be obtained 
in the State. From these last are sup­ 
plied the two flrst class bath rooms 
on the Hecond floor, by which guests 
can enjoy the luxury of a hot or cold 
bath at a moment’s notice. The Chef 
dc cuisine is Monsieur Lario, noted for 
his skill in this line. The servants 
offices, porters rooms, etc., at the back 
of the kitchen, need no remark, so re­ 
turning to the vestibule, we ascend by 
either of the double staircases to the 
parlors.

The circumstance» of the case of the 
People vs. Pedro Dominguez, for mur­ 
der on trial yesterdfty, are as follows: 
Thomas Oliveras bought some prop­ 
erty from Ramon (.'astro, who was an 
alien. Oliveras rented it, after pur­ 
chase, to Leandro Romo, the de­ 
ceased. Romo gave it in charge of a 
man named Sevaya, who took care of 
the stock. Pedro Dominguez, the de­ 
fendant, came down to visit his son- 
in-law, Valeusucla, and learning from 
him that his property was vacant, 
took possession of the premises. Se­ 
vaya objected to his forcible entry, 
whereupon Dominguez told Sevaya to 
bring the owner, with whom he would 
settle. Oliveras aud Romo arrived 
the same night at 10 p . m ., went in 
unarmed und ejected Dominguez. 
After the ejectment they left and 
Dominguez returned. The next morn­ 
ing Oliveras and Romo returned. 
Trouble ensued. The testimony for 
the prosecution was that Doninguez 
fired the flrst shot; for tlie defence it 
was contended that Romo fired the 
flrst shot, jumped behind a box and 
fired again, and that then Pedro fired 
u ball which took the top of Romo’s 
head off. Oliveras and 8evaga rode 
oli leaving Romo in a dying condi­ 
tion and Dominguez wounded in the 
left leg, but camping ou the battle­ 
field. The closing speech was being 
made by O. E. Thom, District Attor­ 
ney, last evening at i) o’clock.
